PRESIDENT WANTS TO RESIGN

Association Representing Sentiment
of Community Decides in Favor of

Cover for Creek Collins Open
treatment Idea a Menace to
Hcnltli Engineer Gives Lecture

Action was taken by the Georgetown
Citizens Association lest night In a
meeting In Rod Mens Hall Thirtysecond
and N streets favoring the closed treat-
ment of Rock Creek Improvements

After much dissension the association
voted In favor of the adoption of the re
port of the committee on public improve-
ments which provides that the waters of
Rock Creek be conveyed by moons of
a covered conduit in as direct line as
possible froma point In the creek bank
near Lyons mill to tho south line of L
street in Georgetown

Open treatment has been under consid-
eration for some time ID the plans for the
Improvement of Rock Creek The report
of the public improvements committee of
the Georgetown Citizens Association
reads

Notwithstanding tho belated report of
the present District Commissioners leans
toward the open treatment this commit-
tee Is unanimous in coming to the conclu-
sion that such treatment Is out of
question for a polluted stream as
creek is at present from Its drainage of
Coo Park and the sewers emptying into
it at 0 and P streets as well as beyond
Ute corporate limits renders such treat-
ment a menace to public health and even
more nauseating than are tho present
dumps
